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Dear Mr. Weisberg: 

In response to your letter of February 7, 1984, I can only 

reiterate the contents of my letter to you of February 2nd. 

This Office is the custodian of reports of investigation con- 
ducted in accordance with the JAG Manual . If an investigation 
was conducted by the U.S. Navy "after [Lee Harvey] Oswald turned 
up at the Moscow embassy and said he was defecting," it either 
was not conducted as a JAG Manual investigation, it was never 
received in this Office, or it has been filed under some obscure 
unit identifier. At any rate, as you were previously advised, a 
thorough and diligent search of the system of records maintained 
by this Office has failed to locate any record concerning the 
incident. 

In view of your "amended" request (paragraph seven of your 
February 7th letter) , a copy of your letter has been forwarded to 
the Naval Investigative Service for appropriate action.
